REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Grafton County: 

In accordance with the Public Laws of the State 
of New Hampshire the Commissioners of Grafton 
County herewith present the annual report of the 
Commissioners, Treasurer, Auditors, Superintendent 
of County Farm, Jailer, Clerk of Court, Solicitor, Sher- 
iff, Chaplain, Physician, and Farm Bureau. 

Our Treasurer, Harry 8. Huckins, has again suc- 
ceeded in collecting all taxes for the year 1941. This is 
the sixth consecutive year that all taxes have been 
collected. Good work, Harry. 

Register of Deeds 

The 1939 Delegation appropriated $2,600.00 for 
the year 1940 for indexing Register of Deeds records 
for five years, from 1935 to 1939 inclusive. Up to 
December 31, 1940 there had been spent for this work 
$1,767.00 leaving a balance on hand of $833.00. This 
work was completed in 1941 at an additional expense 
of $571.00, making a total expenditure of $2,338.00 or 
$262.00 under the amount appropriated. 

Care and Supply of Court Houses 

During the year a new boiler was installed in the 
Woodsville Court House, replacing two boilers which 
formerly were required to heat the building and which 
had outlived their usefulness and were in a dangerous 
condition. This should result in a saving of fuel. 

Superior Court 

The total Court expense for the year 1940 was 
$24,995.03 as against $23,077.35 for the year 1941 ora 
decrease of $1,917.68. 

This expense for 1941 of $23,077.35 is $1,922.65 
under the amount appropriated. 

County Farm 

The number of inmates cared for at the farm 
shows:a slight decrease over the year 1940, which to- 
gethed with the increased cost of supplies accounts for 
the per capita cost increase from $5.34 to $5.99. 

The hospital as usual has been well filled. It pro- 
vides proper care and comfort of those requiring hos- 
pitalization and is a real financial asset to the County. 

The buildings connected with the farm are in 
first class condition due to the fact that repairs are 
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made as needed. 

For the excellent condition of affairs at the farm 
we are indebted to Superintendent and Mrs. J. EK. An- 
drews and the continued efforts of their assistants. 

For details covering administration of the institu- 
tion we would refer you to the Superintendent’s report 
on other pages. 

Welfare and Relief 

The care of Poor not on the Farm shows a sub- 
stantial decrease of $26,887.05 over the year 1940 in- 
cluding Board and Care of Children. Aid to Soldiers 
and Welfare Administration expenses. At the present 
time there are no able bodied people on relief except 
where assistance has to be given in case of sickress. 

Old Age Assistance: This shows a substantiai in- 
crease in the amount of $2,944.64 over the year 1940. 
A detailed statement of Old Age Assistance is shown 
on another page of the report. 

Finances 

The county tax for 1941 amounted to $187,615 as 
compared with the 1940 tax of $221,393 or a decrease 
of $383,778 and we have been able to stay well within 
this amount showing a cash balance of $11,432.52 on 
hand December 31, 1941. This amount will be used to 
reduce the 1942 tax. 

The net debt of the county on Dec. 31, 1940 was 
$87,458.11 and on Dec. 31, 1941, $67,250.45 or a de- 
crease of $20.°07.66, which leaves the finances of the 
County in the best of shape. 

The Commissioners wish to extend their thanks to 
the various County and Town officials and all others 
for their assistance in carrying on the work of the 
County. 

The Commissioners extend to the people of the 
County of Grafton and the public in general a hearty 
and sincere invitation to visit and inspect the Grafton 
Countv Farm. The former is esnvecially urged to do 
so as it is their Farm and an institution in which they 
alone should be interested.

Your attention is called to the following extracts 
from the laws of 19038: 


CHAPTER 42, SECTION 1 


SECTION 1. Any town or county furnishing 
any assistance to any person within six years preced- 
ing his death shall be entitled to recover from the 
estate of such persons the sum or sums paid out for 
such assistance the said claim to be a _ preferred 
claim against his said estate after payment of funeral 
charges, expense of last sickness and expenses of ad- 
ministration, provided he leaves no widow or minor 
children living at his decease. 


CHAPTER 106, SECTION 1, as amended 


SECTION 1. No town shall be liable for the 
support of any person unless, he or the person under 
whom he derives his’ settlement, shall have wholly 
gained a settlement therein during the ten years pre- 
ceding the last date of application for support pro- 
vided that no person having a_ settlement in any 
town in this state upon arriving at age of seventy 
years shall lose that settlement on account of being 
exempt by law from paying a poll tax, if he resides 
in said town. 


ASSISTANCE TO PERSONS IN QUARANTINE: 
PUBLIC STATUTES, CHAPTER 110, 


Following Section 6 


SECTION 1. Whenever any person or family 
is placed in quarantine by a board of health, to pro- 
tect the public against small pox, scarlet fever, diph- 
theria or any other dangerous, infectious or contagious 
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disease, it shall be the duty of said board to as- 
sist such person or family while in quarantine in 
such manner as in the judgment of the board may be 
deemed wise and necessary. . 


SECTION 2. All expenses thus incurred, or 
such part thereof as the board may determine, shall 
be deemed as legitimate expenditure for the protec- 
tion. of public health and shall be charged to the 
account of incidental expenses, but not to any in- 
digent pauper account, nor shall such expenditure 
be construed to mean a_ public aid to the person or 
persons so quarantined and assisted unless such per- 
son or persons are already paupers as defined by the 
Public Statutes.
